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Response to Amendment 
Election/Restrictions 
The amendment filed on December 4, 2006, canceling all claims drawn to the elected 
invention and presenting only claims drawn to a non-elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP 
§ 821 .03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention because the elected 
invention is a method for interpreting spoken requests implementing recognizing spoken requests 
for television programming; in response to recognizing spoken requests, referring to previous 
requests to interpret the spoken requests; generating responses to spoken requests for television 
programming; recognizing commands for television programming; and in response to a 
command, refraining from using information from prior requests to interpret the command. 
However, the remaining non-elected claims are drawn to a method for distinguishing between 
commands for immediate action and other requests implementing recognizing a spoken request 
for television programming; storing a term used in said request in a structural history; 
determining if the next request is a command for immediate action; and if the next request is a 
command for immediate action, saving the term and otherwise deleting the term from the 
structural history.
